White House Spokesman Explains Previous 


Announcement That He Would Not 
Get Kellogg’s Post.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—vThe 
of the White House 
spokesman week that 
tary Hoover would not be assigned 
to the State Department, even 
should Secretary Kellogg retire, 
was taken up again by the spokes- 
man today to make it clear that no 


derogation of Hoover's capacity 
had been intended. 

The President was said to con- 
sider that Hoover's reputation for 
ability and achievement had been 
so well established in the United 
States and abroad that Mr. Cool- 
idge would not be able to damage 
it by any action or word if he so 
desired. The Presiaent, however, 
has no such desire, it was said, and 
considers that Hoover is compe- 
tent to fill any Cabinet place which 
might be open, or which he might 
desire. 

Nevertheless, the President was 
said to consider that under Hoov- 
er’'s direction the Commerce De-

partment had assumed a position 
of extraordinary importance, both 
in reference to the conduct of the 
economic life of the country and@in 
its bearing upon forcign trade. 

The reason the spokesman did 
not make clear his view of Hoover

House last week in regard to 
Hoover had aroused wide specula- 
tion. Since it was made Hoover 
has been a guest at breakfast at 
the Coolidge temporary home. He 
also attended today’s Cabinet 
meeting, being the last member of 
the Cabinet to leave. 

Since publication of conjecture 
as to the meaning of thei White 
House announcement, it had been 
forecast that some_ kind of a 
statement clarifying it would be 
forthcoming.

ROBBER GIVEN 25 
YEARS NOW FACES 
MURDER TRIAL

‘Roscoe Walters, for Whom 


| State Asked Life Sentence 
_ for Holdup, Convicted in 
_ 25 Minutes. 


| The State demanded the max- 
'{mum punishment—life imprison- 
ment—for Roscoe Walters, 26 
years old, two-term ex-convict, on 
trial for first-degree robbery be- 
fore a jury in Circuit Judge Pear- 
cy’s Court yesterday. Had such a 
verdict been returned, the State 
Yould not have to prosecute Wal- 
ters in a murder case where the 
chief witness is a 9-year-old boy. 

The jury fixed Walters5 punish- 
ment at 25 years in the peniten- 
tiary, which is as heavy a sentence 
as any ever returned here in a 
robbery case. 

Walters and Ear] Riley were in- 
dicted for the $23 holdup of James 
Hurley in his restaurant at 35 
North Sarah street on Nov. 30. Ri- 


ley pleaded guilty and is serving a 
10-year term. The evidence against 
Walters was strong and uncontra- 
dicted. 

Identified by Victim. 

Hurley identified Walters as one 
of the robbers. He testified that 
when he went to a police sfation 
when Walters was arrested, Wal- 
ters singled him out from a group 
of men and said, “There’s the old 
man I! stuck up.” His testimony 
was corroborated by three detec- 
tives who said Walters confessed 
robbing the restaurant and several 
Kroger stores. 

No defense testimony was of- 
fered. Walters has served a term 
at Baltfmore for robbery and at 
Paragould, Ark. for bootlegging. 
The jury was out 25 minutes. 

Walters is under isdictment for 
the murder of George Dozier, Kro- 
ger store manager, during a holdup 
at 3755 Cote Brilliante avenue, 
Sept. 25. James Taylor, 9 years 
old, who was in the store buying 
milk, has identified Walters as the 
robber who shot Dozier. Because 
of the age of the witness, the Cir- 
cuit Attorney does not consider this 
case strong, but nevertheless in- 
tends to try Walters for the mur- 
der, inasmuch as the robbery case 
jury failed to imprison him for life. 

Another Gets Five Years. 

On his plea of guilty of attempt- 
ed robbery, John Wade, 25 years 
old, was sentenced to five vears in 
the penitentiary by Circuit Judge 
Ossing yesterday. William Lauck, 
jointly charged, was given two 
years March 4. Wade's sentence 
was heavier because he has three 
yprior convictions. He and Lauck 
attempted to hold up Lester Leholt 
in his store at 41°: West Florissant

ST LOUIS 1S ASKED. 
T0 RAISE $200,000 
OR FLOOD RELIEF 


Red Cross Issues Appeal for 
Contributions to Succor 
Refugees Now Numbering 
25,000. 


NATIONAL BODY IN 
CHARGE OF WORK 


Decision to Rank Inunda- 
tion as a Major Disaster 
Follows News of Its Ex. 
tent. 


St. Louis is asked to contribute 
$200,000 to relief of the 25,000 or 
more flood refugees in the Missis- 
sippi Valley, in an appeal issued to- 
day by the American Red Cross, 


through its St. Louis Chapter. Con- 
tributions should be sent to Festus 
J. Wade, treasurer of the St. Louis 
Chapter, at the Mercantile Trust 
Co. 

The American Red Cross, in an 
announcement from its national 
headquarters in Washington, today 
declared the Mississippi River flood 
situation to be a major disaster, 
and announced that it would take 
charge of the work of relief, to 
which it made an initia] contribu- 
tion of $25,000. 

An immediate need for housing: 
and food must first be met, the 
Red Cross announced from the 
Washington office. Reports. re- 
ceived indicate that at least 25,- 
000 persons have fled from their 
homes, and must have food and 
shelter for an indefinite time. 

“Since the floods began,” the 
announcement says, “‘Ked Cross 
chapters in the small communities 
in seven states on both sides of 
the Mississippi River, for approxi- 
mately 600 miles of its length, have 
been taking care of flood refugees 
as the main and subsidiary levees 
have. given away under the pres- 
sure of the waters. They have pro- 
vided relief to the limit of their 
resources in personnel and money, 
and have had the financial sup- 
port of the national organization. 

A Major Disaster. 

“With new breaks in the levees 
daily, with additional refugees 
fleeing to the relief centers and 
in face of predictions that the 
worst of the flood is yet to come, 
the national organization, realizes 
that the need for relief work is 
rapidly exceeding the capacity of 
its smaller chapters, and will han- 
dle it as a major disaster.” 

Henry Baker, national disaster 
director of the Red Cross, was on 
his way today to Hickman, Ky., 
from which point he has planned 
to make a survey of the flood re- 
gion. 

Ninety-one persons from. the 
Bowden Ridge district reached 
Hickman last night, two and a half 
days after the break in the levee 
had caused them to be marooned 
in their homes. Kentucky militarv 
authorities are co-operating with 
the Red Cross in the care of a ref- 
ugees’ camp at Hickman, which 
now has about 2000 destitute per- 
sons to care for. No loss of life 
has been reported there. Mrs. 
Myrtle Baker, with her 6-days-old 
baby, was carried on a mattress to 
a steamer landing, and thence to 
Hickman, where she was placed in 
the emergency hospital at the 
Elks’ Club. 

More Than 2000 Tents Sent. 

More than 2000 tents have been 
sent to flood areas by the Mid- 
western branch of the American 
Red Cross, for use by refugees in 
Arkansas, Missouri and _ Illinois. 
William M. Baxter Jr., official in 
charge of the branch, said 1000 
more tents are on the way from 
Chicago to points in Illinois and 
Arkansas and 1500 more have ben 
asked for, 

The estimate of 15,000 homeless 
in this region, Baxter said, will be 
exceeded by the end of the week. 
The branch is taking mtasures to 
house and feed 25 homeless families 
at Cape Girardeau, where a levee 
break occurred yesterday. 

Persons flooded out between 
Reynoldsville and Gale, Il., are be- 
ing housed in tents near Cairo. 

The Midwestern branch has sent 
workers to points where the great- 
est emergency relief was needed, to 
assist local Red Cross chapters. 

The workers are now in the field 
at Cairo, Ill.; Caruthersville and 
New Madrid, Mo.; Wynne, Forrest 
City, Helena, Cotton Plan and 
Brassfield, Ark. 

Governors Ask for Aid. 

Appeals to the public setting 
forth in detail the need for funds, 
have been issued by the Governors 
of Missouri and Arkansas and by 
the Midwestern branch office of the 
Red Cross, at 1709 Washington ave- 
nue. 

Gov. Baker says no State funds 
are available for the emergency, 
and urges that gifts be made to 
the Red Cross at its Midwestern Di- 
vision office here. He quotes an of-

DETROIT, Mich., April 19.—

was given by counse! for Henry 
Ford today in requesting a contin- 
uance until then of Aaron Sapiro’s 
$1,000,000 libel suit against the 
motor manufacturer. 

Federal Judge Fred Raymond 
adjourned court until 9:30 o’clock 
next Thursday morning on Attor- 
ney Stewart Hanley’s representation 
that Senator Reed. chief of Ford 
counsel, could not appear until then 
because of an attack of indigestion. 
Reed is much better today. 

Aileged misconduct of a juror 
will be made the grounds for the 
motion for mistrial, counsel told 
Judge Raymond. One of the six 
women on the jury was called into 
Judge Raymond’s office last night 
and questioned about reports of an 
investigation made by detectives for 
the Ford organization. 

Gallagher in Tilt With Judge. 

William Henry Gallagher, chief 
of counse] for Sapiro, who a few 
days ago moved for a mistrial. bit- 
terly assailed the Ford counse) and 
Ford detectives in an address to 
the court. He referred to “fear 
of the collapse of the Ford case,” 
asserted that Ford detectives had 
lined the corridors of the Federa] 
building from the inception of the 
trial and frequently had been seen 
in conference with jurors. He said 
also that twice Judge Raymond 
had received members of Ford 
counsel in his chambers while Sa- 
piro’s counsel was excluded. 

Judge Raymond said to Galla- 
gher that he twice had Been asked 
into chamber conferences. 

After court had adjourned and 
as Judge Raymond was passing 
through the door back of his bench 
into his private office Gallagher 
shouted an inquiry as to when was 
the first time he had been asked 
into a chamber conference. 

“I do not want to enter into any 
controversy with you,” returned 
the Judge. “You are invited now.” 

Mrs. William Hoffman, the elev- 
enth juror chosen. was taken be- 
fore Judge Raymond last night by 
George H. Beamer, Deputy United 
States Madshal. She was interro- 
gated for 4° minutes on reports 
made to him by Ford counsel, who 
in turn had them from Ford detec- 
tives. 

Wants Reed to Finish Job. 

In explaining his refusal to agree 
to some other Ford Counsel contin- 
uing with the cross-examination of 
Sapiro, which Reed has conducted 
14 days, Gallagher said to the 
Court: 

“We do not want to have the de- 
fense have any pretense or claim 
that they were injured in the de- 
fense of this case through the un- 
timely illness of Senator Reed. We 
prefer to have the case stand over 
until the man in charge of the mat- 
ter may himself be upon the 
ground, so there will] be no alibi or 
excuse for the collapse of the de- 
fense just because the man _ in 
charge could not carry on.” 

C. B. Longley. head of counsel 
for the Ford Motor Co., objected 
strenuously to Gallagher's refer- 
ence to “collapse of the defense’”’. 
and the jury hurriedly was . dis- 
missed for continuation of the arg- 
ument. 


Longley contended for striking 
the objectionable phrase from the 
record and Gallagher said: 

“Perhaps the defense cannot col- 
lapse, when it never was been 
maintained, so T may be wrong in 
that respect.” 

Judge Raymond said he would 
talk to the jury next Thursday 
about that particular matter. 

Wants Detectives Called Off. 

Gallagher continued: “Nov, 
if the Court please, since this 
case has been in progress, the in- 
telligence department of the Ford 
Motor Co. has been very greatly 
represented {n the courtroom and 
the corridors of this building.”

Contracts for Year Just Ended 
Tota] $11,101,923, Many for 
Bond Issue Work.

work was contracted for during 
the fiscal year ended last Monday 


than in any other year in the his- 
tory of St. Louis, according to the 
annual report today of Owen G. 
Tillay, secretary of the Board of 
Public Service. The report listed 
$11,101,923.50 in contracts let dur- 
ing the year, an increase of $1,- 
505,931.27 over the preceding fiscal] 
year. : 

A large part of the contracts 
were let on bond issue  projectg, 
though such contracts were a9t 
tabulated in the report. Among 
the more important contracts of 
the year were listed those for pav- 
ing Lindel] boulevard, Kingshigh- 
way boulevard, Hawthorne and 
Longfellow places, Cass avenue and 
West Florissant avenue; four large 
sewer contracts, additions to the 
new Missouri River waterworks, a 
street-lighting project, the founda- 
tion of the new courthouse, new 
buildings in the City Sanitarium 
group, and the field house in For- 
est Park. 

The board received bids on 309 
improvements at 73 lettings, draft- 
ed 795 ordinances, held 51 public 
hearings, and received 276 petitions 
for street and alley improvements 
and for sewer and water connec- 
tions. An Increase of 20 per cent 
in the number of petitions for 
street and alley tmprovements was 
noted by Secretary Tillay as evi- 
dence :* increasing civic pride.

BOY ROBBER, 14, SHUT 
BY HIS COMPANION, 12 


Burglary at 1010 Franklin Av- 
enue Yields Revolver, Which 
Is Fired Accidentally. 


Samuel! Alsano, 14 yéars old, of 
1127 North Seventh street, was 
shot and seriously wounded last 
night by Walter Judd, 12, of 913 
High street, with a revolver which 
constituted part of their loot in a 
burglary. 

At midnight the two boys climbed 
to the roof of a one-story restaur- 
ant building at 1010 Franklin ave- 
nue and dropped through a sky- 
light into the store.. They ran- 
sacked the store for an hour, tak- 
ing 51 cents and an old revolver. 

In departing, they lingered,on 
the roof to divide the loot.

fining it to its course, in the great- 
est and most damaging flood in the 
history of the lower river, is caus- 
ing apprehension from the coun- 
try south of St. Louis to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

Heavy with the overflow of 
streams from two-fifths of the 
area of the United States, the Mis- 


sissippi and tributarie have tnun- 
dated millions of.acres of tand 
from the vicinity of St. Louis 
southward, made 25,000 or more 
persons homeless, and caused 
property damage running into mil- 
lions of dollars. So widespread is 
the distress that the Rec Cross has 
decided to treat the si‘vation as a 
major disaster and to administer 
relief through its national organ- 
ization. It has appealed for funds 
and Gov. Baker has seconded iis 
request. 

New Madrid, Mo., seat of New 
Madrid County, a town of more 
than 2000 population, is waiting 
helplessly for flood water from a 
break early today in the St. John’s 
Bayou levee, six miles north of 
town, to sweep over its already 
flooded streets. 

The break, at a point between 
New Madrid and Farrenburg, is 
about 300 or 400 feet long and 15 
feet deep, or nearly the full height 
of the levee, Mayor 8. Il. Hunter 
of New Madrid told the Post-Dis- 
patch by long-distance telephone. 
In addition, adjacent to this place, 
water is running over the top of 
the levee for about a mile, where 
that barrier has proved to be not 
high enough. 

Furthermore, fora distance of 
about five miles beyond § this 
stretch the flood level today was 
from three to 15 inches ’of the top 
of the levee, and, as the water is 
rising, the stream ig expected to 
pour over this section also. The 
water pouring in from the north 
of St. John’s Bayou Levee had 
spread out over the big northeast- 
ern tip of New Madrid County as 
a result of the break Saturday in 
the Government levee along the 
Mississippi at Dorena, Mo. 

New breaks in levees of tributar- 
ies of the Mississippi were reported 
last night. while waters continued 
to mount to hitherto unrecorded 
heights. A break in the wall) of 
the Arkansas River near Keats 
Crossing, Ark., has inundated a 
-vast area for 60 miles around to- 
day. English, Altheimer and Keo, 
Ark., are in the path of this break. 
. Arkansas Suffers Severely. 

Arkansas is believed to be suf- 
fering more extensively from the 
flood than any other State, because 
of the overflow of the tributaries of 
the Mississippi. Western Arkansas 
was gradually fighting back to nor- 
mal! as the water in a few streams 
in that section reecded. The eaat- 
ern part of the State was in the 
grip of the worst flood in history. 

At Fort Smith, in the western 
part of the State, where the Ar- 
kansas River crosses the 
from Oklahoma, there was a rise 
predicted, and further widespread 
damage was expected, though Fort 
Smith, the drinking water supply 
of which was threatened, today 
again had resumed pumping. 

As a result of the rising tributar- 
jes to the north, a number of levees 
protecting the Yazoo and Missis- 
sippi delta acrogs from Arkansas, 
threatened to give under the ter- 
rific load. 

“The levees are holding.” This 
word, coming from tired engineers 
along the main artery, has been 
insufficient assurance to the resi- 
dents behind the levees, and while 
the women and children move to 
higher ground, the men, their

LONDON, April 19.—Michael 


Borodin, the Russian who has been 
acting as adviser to the Cantonese 
Government at Hankow, China, and 
Chan Kung-ao, one of the heads of 
the Cantonese political bureau, are 
reported in a Reuter dispatch to 
have moved from the Neive sec- 
tion of Hankow to the International 
Hospital, ‘‘ostensibly for a rest cure, 
but really for safety.”’ 

The hospital, conducted by 
French sisters, enjoys international 
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detectives to scrupulously refrain 
from contact with these jurors 
either for the purpose of demand- 
ing their state of mind or of influ- 


encing their state of mind, in con-| 


versation with them. That is a 
matter that is nothing short of coi- 
tempt of court.’ 

Judge Raymond interrupted with 
a demand as to whether Gallagher 
had evidence that the detectives 
had acted improperly.

“There has been nothing of th-

“As an attorney practicing in this 
court, such statements should come 
in a formal way and be based upon 
some knowledge.” 

Refuses to Give Names. 

Gallagher stafed that he and Sa- 
piro “are here in the courtroom 
fighting our battle in the court- 
room and no place else,”’ and that

Under that 
situation he cannot complain of

The 
next year he went to Dubuque, I[a., 
where he developed into a first 
baseman and became the first to 
discover that the initial guardian 
was not necessarily anchored with 
one foot to the bag.

The distance betweén North 8st. 
Louis and Edwardsville by road 
will be shortened about 15 miles 
by this bridge, numerous grade 
crossings will be obviated and au- 
tomobiles will avoid the congested 
section of the Tri-Cities and down- 
town , St. Louis.

Roads From New Bridge.

THE NAVY'S OIL. 


After finding it impossible ta. make a favorable | 
trade of the navy'’s royalty crude oil for fuel oil, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur announces that he will | 
have it sold and the money turned into the Federal | 
Treasury. This is 2 somewhat surprising announce 
‘ment, inasmuch as the same causes which made it | 
‘impossible to arrange a fair trade will likewise pre- | 
vent the negotiation of a good sale. : 
The nature of these causes is evident to anyone | 
who possesses a share of oil stock, and ought, 


‘therefore, to be known tothe Navy Department. There | 


is an overproduction of crude oil. Secondly, new re- 
fining and cracking processes make it possible to ex- 
tract a greater amount of gasoline from a given 
amount of crude than formerly. There has come 
about a filling of most of the storage space of re 
finers, and a lowering of the price of crude in all 
fields. This means that the navy’s oil will have to 
be sold at a price below normal. 

The advisable course to pursue with regard to this | 
oil appears to be to store it until, with the coming of 
summer and the increase in the consumption of gaso- 
line and other refined products, crude oil takes its 
usual seasonal rise in price. This will be the course 
pursued if the Government decides to practice, for 
once, its shibboleth about “putting business in gov- 


ernment.”
